Stock should never be made to 
stand out In the rain and dew. If 
they are compelled to stay out, they 
■hould have extra food and care. 
Never allow animals ot any kind, to 
suffsr trom thirst or haagor. Aal- 
mals that aro poorly fad. lott aa- 
sheltered, allowed to bocemo filthy 
.^.nd dirty, sicken aad flaally die. 

Kindness helps greatly in tho 
hiaiiageineiit of livestock. The man 
who lovi s and ( ares for his animals, 
ieariiH tlieir habits and tlie food 
they need most is the man who will 
make the most out of bis livestock.
